provided by a patient of the Jato} 


Dr, Rivers, of Cambridge. 

Here was a young man who had 
lived a. perfectly. normal life until 
a period of streas and anxiety, in 
this instance due to war conditions, 
revealed him as a victiin.of claus- 
trophobla. So acute was his fear 
of confinement that he preferred 
No Man's Land to the shelter of 
the trenches and dugouts.

HEN the weather breaks the 
_ forces, of electrical disturb- 
ance are intensified. _ 

New conditions arise when rain 
starts, intenaitying the electrical 
fleld. 

Experiments have shown that 
when a water drop suddenly 
breaks up in the air Into smaller 
drops,’ electrical separation oc- 
curs. The water. Is positively | 
charged. . 

The air becomes negatively | ti 
charged. Large olectrical fields 
are caused in clouds through the 
water drops in an ascending air 
current lagging behind. They are 
heavier than the alr particlés. 
Tho , formor, still positively 
charged, fall to the bottom of the 
cloud. Tho latter ascend to tho 
top.. The. thundercloud, very 
black and heavily charged posls|’ 
tively at the top, is therefore 
something for the ascroplana to 
avold. 

Machinon have been struck In 
such cloud and wings have oven 
been torn off, causing disaster, 
The air must, of course, be rising: 
rapidly for any largo amount of 
electricity to be formed, and it is 
in the black thundery type of 
cloud that this happens most fro-' 

quently, 

Hail 

The accumulation of large elec. 
trical charges results in powerful 
electrical fields being formad,, 
and these generaily take place 
after intensely hot days when the 
alr Is rising rapidly. Electrical 
discharge takes pluce when this 
is large enough, . and a thunder- 
storm accompanied by Niehtning 
$s the result. 

Hail is even formed in sammer 
weather when: these ascending 
currents travel fast enough. 
Lightning then’ becomes moro fre. 
quent and violent. 

The earth gives off radiation 
each day, and this is more intense 
in summer, when so much heat 
beats down on it. These con- 
ditions also help gliding, for on 
these rapidly~ ascending” currents 
from the earth’s rddiation, even 
on cloudless days, lift for the 
glider can be secured by a clever 
glider pilot. 

Dr. G. C. Simpson, the metcoro- 
logical officer to the Air Ministry, 
has developed this theory ina 
paper he compiled some time ago.
